POWHATAN FAIR IS
A CREDIT TO COUNTY

First Exhibition Ends in Blaze of Glory.Splen-,
did Showing of Farm Products and Live

Stock . Woman's Department a

Great Feature.
[Speclal to The Times-Dlapatch.]

Powhatan, Va., September 28..What
.vas really the first annual exhibition
A thc Powhatan County Fair Assocla¬
tlon closed horo thia afternoon and to-

nlght ln a fla.me of glory, and tho
succcssful pulllng oft of tho county
c-xhibitlon ls a source of congratula-
tion to the good people of the county,
becauso lt haa put the fair on a per-
inanont basis, and there is no longor
any doubt of the fact that Powhatan
c-ounty will have a lalr and a county
agricuitural cxhlbit every fall for many
yeara to come, and If all of them Oo
as much good for the county and
create as.much new intcrcat ln twen-
tleth century developmtnt aa thls ono

haa done, the tlme is not far dlstant
when old Powhatan wlll be rlght in
the front rank among thc progressive
and up-to-date countles of tho State.
The fnlr, whlch oponed Only yesterday

..norning. and cloaed thls afternoon.
wlth an old-faahloned tournament, fol¬
lowed by the coronatlon ball to-night,
was ln all respects a succesa. Tho peo¬
ple turneu out ln great nuhibors, and
they were not at all shy about ahow-
Ing what they had made on the good
lands of the county thls ycar. Tho
exhibtts ot farm products of all klnda
from the tlnlest seeds to the bulklest
stalks: from the humblest of grasses
to thc arlstocr-itlc tlmothy and alfalfa
hay; from the most lnslgniflcant look¬
lng squash to the most gorgeous ot
pumpklns; from the merest samples to

thc most lusclous of mclons; from the
little beans to the greater ones; from
the smallest of potatocs to tho great
tubers; from the old-tlme bullet to-
matos to the great crlmson frult of
latter days; from the old-fashloned
crab apples to the most enticlng of
the latter-day winesaps, and so on

along down the llne tho exhlbits were

great.
They dlcl not stop there for, whlle

here Is not yet a track on the grounds.
tnd the faollitles for the exhibition
>f llve stock were rather llmlted, the
:ew pens that were prcvlded for hogs
>.nd plgs were well-fllled, the.stalls
that wero hurrledly arranged for
ior3es and oattle wore crowded, and
he exhlbits in tho poultry department
,vere well worth golng mlles to seo, and
ill of thls exhlblt was cenftned to Pow-
latan county.

BcKlnning of Fnlr.
Last yoar a number of Powhatan

folks, encouraged and helped l>y F.
3. Farrar, the assistant Stato agent
of tho farrnera! co-operatlve demon¬
stration work'made a little show at
the courthouse, and whlle no prlzes
were offered. a real good ahow was
made. Thls effort encouragod thc peo¬
ple, and thla year they erideavored to
exhlblt on a larger scale, and their
effort took the form of a county fair.
N'ow, to get up a county fair there must
needa be an offor of premlums, and
_U that klnd of tlilng. Demonstrator
Farrar and his co-laborers were equal
lo the emergency. The Klchmond
_hamber of Commerce, at Farrar's
sollcltatlon, came to the rescue wlth
v cash contributlon to provide for pre¬
mlums; the Wood Seed Company, of
niclnnond chipped in, the tobacco. men
.f Rlchmond and other tiectlons of Vir-
,'inia got busy; the people of the coun-
;y took a flnanclal interest, and alto-
;ethcr a lot of cash premlums amount-
ng to I40Q. were gotten togcthcr, and
l whole lot of premlums ln tlie way
f what the old war-t'me folks used
o call "tax ln klnd," also came to the
ront. Those addltioaal premlums
vere made up of all kinds of farm
mplements, household articles, and
nany other useful things offered by
ficrehants and manufacturers, and al-
ogether the premium list amounteil tc
good deal more than the actual cash

ftered.
The Powhatan Tobacco Company,

nc, owns near to the vlllago a whole
ot of g/ouvul, a great big warehouse
nd numerous outbulldlngs. All of
hese were placed at the dlsposal of
he fair folks, and thus they had room
or all of the exhlbits.
